“While the general engineering 
has been done there is a large 
amount of preliminary detail work 
to be performed before actual con- 
struction can be commenced,” said 
Mr. Lorbeer. 

“Some of the equipment needed 
is already available, but much of 
the apparatus required is yet to be 
ordered, manufactured and ship- 


per. It is necessary to plan the 
buildings to properly house the 


equipment as finally designed, and 
then the buildings must be erect- 
ed.
